2. On 26 November I957 Latvian SSR newspapers, CIKA and SOVETSKAIA 
LATVIA, began publishing a serial on American intelligence activities in 
Latvia. The editorial foreword deaerlbes it as a detailed account based 
on material revealed in the investigation conducted by KOT of the case of 
American agents L. R. ZARIHS and L. P. BRCMBERO. These personalities 
were subjects in reference memorandum. 

3. No significant new information on 21ARINS and BROMBERG appears 

in the initial Installment. However, other Amerlcem .agents are named 
for the first time. They appear in the press as Herberts, Rlekstins 
and Boris.
